PROSPECTS OF A BITTER STRUGGLE OVER 
THE BENT QUESTION. 


The Outlook in Ireland Suddenly Becomes 
Stormy-—Policy of the National League— 
The English Socialists and the Lord 
Mayor’s Show—An American’s Liberal 
Offer to the Bulgarian Government —For- 


eign News.

LonpDon, October 19.—A speciai correspond

as follows: The outlook in Ireland has sud- 
denly became stormy; the peaceful prospect 
of last week has been overciouded.

the responsibility , for the struggle.

Ten- 
ants are advised to pay the reduced. rent re- 
fused by the landlords into the hands of trus- 
tees, to be employed in supporting those 
evieted.

THIS POLICY 

was accepted enthusiastically by the meeting, 
but it is not likely to be acted upon, excepting 
on two or three estates, where the land- 
lords are unreasonable. Possibly, jt will 
only be followed on the Woodford portion 
of the Clanricarde estate, which seems likely 
to be the cockpit in Ireland this winter, and 
which was described asthe Thermopyle of 
Irish freedom. Itis difficult to exaggerate 
the importance of Dillon's pronunciamento. 
It is not intended to incite the tenants gener- 
ally to an extreme course, butit concentrates 
the popular forces on a point where a landlord 
absentee, who is both unreasonable and 
unpopular, refuses all abatement. The

FEELING ENGENDERED IN THE HENDRICKS 
CLUB BY THE O’CONNELL INDORSEMENT. 


Bob Claiborne Threatens to Resigu-O' con- 
nell’s Friends Making a Strong Fight—A 
Lively Meeting Expected To-Night—Cum- 
mings’ Assessment a Trifle High—The 
County Democracy—Political Gossip. 


The proceedings of the Eighteenth Ward 
Hendricks Club at this evening’s meeting will 
attract a great deal of attention in Democratic 
circles; and at least three Democratic candi- 
dates are directly interested in the result of 
the discussion.

The club at its last meeting indorsed the in- 
dependent candidacy of Pat O'Connell for 
Justice of the Peace against Jos.

When Bob Claiborne, President of the club, 
heard of what had been done in his absence, 
it would be putting it mildly to say that he 
was very indignant. Claiborne is a 
candidate for re-election as Prosecuting 
Attorney on the Democratic ticket, and as 
such he cannot very well be party to the in- 
dorsement of an independent candidate. 

To a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
Claiborne said: The action of the club in 
indorsing O'Connell was taken in the absence 
of the wiser heads of the 
organization, and was unquestionably 
an ili-advised move. At to-night’s 
meeting, myself, R. W. Goode and a number 
ot others will make an attempt to reconsider 
the O'Connell resolution, and while I expect 
something of afight, yet I hope that a majori- 
ty of the members will recognize the necessity 
of standing by the regular Democratic 
nominee.

THE SABINE PASS DISASTER. 


More Bodies Recovered—Great Distress at 
the Pass and Johnson’s Bayou. 

GALVESTON, Tex., October 19.—A special to 
the News from Orange, Tex., says the steamer 
Lamar returned there last evening from Sa- 
bine Pass with sixty additional sufferers, one- 
half of whom will go to Beaumont as soon as 
transportation can be bbtained. The balance 
will remain here in care of the local relief 
committees. Ten additional bodies have 
been found and were buried up tothe time 
that the Lamar left Sabine at noon 
yesterday. The relief committees of 
Orange have exhausted all their sup- 
plies and funds. The sufferers are con- 
stantly coming in. The relief committees 
have 360 now in their charge, and 150 more 
were expected in last night from Johnson’s 
Bayou, the Emily P. having gone for them 
yesterday morning. Such is the situation in 
Orange up to the present writing, and unless 
more relief comes immediately great distress 
will prevail. Many of the sufferers are sick 
and require the greatest attention, The citi- 
zens of Orange are doing all in their power to 
alleviate their distress, but the demands are 
greater than they can bear. The relief com- 
mittees were notified yesterday that $1,000 had 
been donated by Houston, which is all the aid 
that has been received outside of our own 


town. Parties returning from the coast re- 
port much thievery going on. Scarcely a 
trunk, valise or package can be found that has 
not been broken open and rifled of its con- 
tents. Business has been at a standstill since 
the great storm. 


A Seow’s Experience. 


DETROIT, Mich., October 19.—During the 
severe storm, last Thursday, Richard Leonard 
of Newport, Mich., was blown outinto Lake 
Erie, from the small scow, United States. She 


was a miserable craft of about ten tons, and 
Leonard was atonce given up forlost. Last 
evening, it was learned that after passing two 
days and two nights riding out the 
terrible gale from beginning to end, the scow 
beached at Avon, O. She drifted from Monroe 
to Canada, then back to the American side 
and thence onto the Ohio shore. Leonard’s 
experience was a most severe one. He says 
he gave himself up from the first as lost, and 
was at times terrorized almost into uncon- 
scivusness by the violence of the storm. 
When the scow went ashore, Leonard wasina 
stupor and was astonished to awake high and 
dry in a place of safety. 


A Heavy Storm. 


CHICAGO, October 19.—A heavy storm is re- 
ported west of Ogden, Utah, this morning. 


The storm is severe enough to seriously inter- 
fere with the telegraph lines.

SHOT DOWN LIKE DOGS. 


ARMED PINKERTON MEN FIRE INTO PEACE- 
ABLE CROWDS AT CHICAGO. 


One Man Fatally Injured—The Entire Force 
Arrested—Slight Provocation for the 
Shooting—The Strikers Anxious to Re- 
sume Work—The Knights of Labor Gen- 
eral Assembly Winding Up Business at 
Richmond — Switchmen’s Strike — Labor 
News. 


CHICAGO, October 19.—This morning it looked 
as though every locked-out man in the stock 
yards was ready to goto work. All around 
the larger houses, alleys were filled with hun- 
dreds of men waiting for an opportunity to 
talk with the bosses. Owing to the scarcity 
of hogs, however, very few men were being 
engaged. Armour & Co. will start up 
to-morrow, but will not be ready to cut up 


hogs until Friday and it will probably be Moa- 
day before the full force of men is required. 
The Chicago Packing and Provision Company 
are a little behind Armour, and they have very 
few hogs on hand. Fowler Brothers will prob- 
ably begin killing to-morrow or next day, and 
the other houses as soon as they can get hogs. 
The price of hogs on Change at the yards ad- 
vanced 25 cents per 100 pounds this morning. 
IMPORTED MEN GOING AWAY. 

Mr. Cudaby, Mr. Haley and Capt. Markey, 
the latter of the Town of Lake police force 
held a consultation this morning concerning 
the further employment ofthe Pinkerton men. 
Mr, Haley thought the wisest course to pursue 
was to keepthe specials on the ground for 
several days, but Mr. Cudahy argued differ- 
entiy. Asa result ofthe conference it was 
decided to discharge 300 of the armed guards 
to-day, and 100 to-morrow. This will leave 
only about one hundred in the yards. A great 
exodus of imported men will also take place 
to-day. Mr. Cudahy went among them and 
assured them that they could stay at work, 
that the firm would protect them fully and 
xrovidg them witha good boarding-house, 
but at least two-thirds of them signified their 
intention of getting away as soon as possible. 

A PINKERTON Max's SHor. 

Shortly after noon a special train was made 
up atthe stock yards to convey tke 100 dis- 
charged Pinkerton men back to Chicago, it 
having been decided to dispense with the 
services of 300 ot them to-day. As the men 
marched into the cars they were greeted with 
yells of derision by the crowds of strikers aid 
their sympathizers that surrounded the 
tracks. As the train started, the crowd 
yelled and groaned and threw stones 
atthe cars. The same scene was repeated at 
Fortieth street, where the crowd was very 
large and abusive. Atthis point one of the 
Pinkerton men, exasperated by the jeers, 
pushed his Winchester rifle through the win- 
dow and fired into the crowd. His shot struck 
Dennis Bagley, a well-to-do resident of the 
Town of Lake, and it is believed he is fatally 
wounded. The crowd made a desperate rush 
for the train, which, however, started 
off at a high rate of speed, 
and has now reached Chicago. 
Another train load of Pinkerton men will start 
down from the yards this afternoon, and 
serious trouble is feared, as the crowds are 
furious atthe shooting and vow vengeance. 
It is said that a large number of the strikers 
are dissatisfied at the order of the Executive 
Committee sending them back to work, and 
that they are holding a secret meeting to dis- 
cuss the situation. 

A GENERAL FUSILADE. 

From later accounts it appears that the 
shooting was not confined to one man, but 
that allthe Pinkerton men joined inthe fusi- 
lade, When the train passed through the 
crowd at Halsted street the men were again 
greeted with jeers. A large, stout man, witha 
red face and clothed in the Pinkerton 
uniform, then stepped out on the back plat- 
form and fired his revolver into the crowd. 
This was the signal fora general volley and 
fifteen or twenty Pinkerton men began to fire 
their rifles from the car windows. Fully thirty 
shots were fired. The fence and shanties 
along the track were marked with bullets. 

THE PINKERTON GUARD ARRESTED. 

Word was immediately sent to the Chicago 
authorities and upon tne arrival of the train 
here, the entire lot of Pinkerton men, to- 
gether with some forty non-union workmen, 
who were alsoon the train, were arrested, 
and they are all now locked up in the Har- 
rison Street Station. 


The Switchmen’s Strike. 


MINNEAPOLIS. Minn. ,October 19,—At a meet- 
ing attended by a large numberof wholesale 
dealers and influential citizens last night, 
resolutions were passed condemning the State 


officials who permit the business of the city to 
be stopped by the switchmen’s strike and 
calling upon Mayor Ames to appoint enough 
special policemen to effectually protect the 
railroads in moving their trains. 


Brakemen in Convention. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., October 19.—The third 
annual convention of the National Brother- 
hood of Railway Brakemen convened here 
yesterday. About 300 delegates from all parts 
of the country were present. A grand parade 


of labor societies and the local military was 
held yesterday afternoon in honor of the 
visiting delegates. The convention will re- 
main in session several days. 


Moving Freight. 


St. PAUL, October 19.—All the roads are moy- 
ing freight to-day under police protection.

THE KNIGHTs OF LABOR. 


Winding Up the Business of the General 
Assembly at Richmond. 


RICHMOND, Va., October 19.—When the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Knights of Labor went 
into session this morning no one could answer 
the question positively whether it would take 
final adjournment to-day or prolong its life 
until to-morrow. The reference of the greater 
portion of the proposed revision of the con- 
stitution to the Executive Board and com- 
mittee of four with a final reference tothe 
local assemblies, has saved much time 
and there now remain to be disposed 
of the reports of oniyahalf dozen special 


committees, the Committees on Finance and 
Appeals and Grievances. It is understood 
thatthe latter committee have little to pre- 
sent and that that little is of such a nature 
that it can easily be disposed of. With the re- 
port of the Committee on Finance will come 
u the question of salaries for officers. 
Would-be prophets have predicted a fight 
over this, but these who are in the best 

osition to know how the delegates feel, say 
t will be settled in an harmonious, peacefuy 
manner. 

WINDING UP. 

The Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
obtained the floor when the General Assembly 
went into session and still held it when the 
noon recess was taken. One of the cases dealt 
with was a charge made against a delegate 
that he had loaned his badge to a woman of 
questionable character, who had walked 
through the streets wearing it. The charge 
was proved to be without foundation, the lady 
in question being a respectable member of the 
Order. Another charge made was sustained. 
It was that of conduct unbecom a delegate 
brought against Samuel Leffingwell of District 
Assembly 106 of Indianapolis, Ind. His name 
was ordered to be stricken from the roll of 
delegates. A committee was appointed 
which sent the following telegram to Gov. 
Richard J. Oglesby of Lllinois, at Quincy, III., 
where the Soidiers’ Home is being dedicated 
to-day: ‘*‘The General Assembly, Knights 
of bor, in annual convention as- 
sembled, both the Blue and the Grey,’ 
sends you greeti on the occasion of the 
dedication of the Soidiers’ and Sailors’ Home 
at Quincy. May the duty so nobly done your 
State bean incentiye to other States to do 
likewise until every needy hero may have the 
shelter of a home. 

During the noon recess, General Secretary 
Lichtman said he saw no reason why the Gen- 
eral Assembly could not finish its business and 
adjourn to-night.

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GOULD AT KANSAS CITY. 

Certain planksin recent party platforms 
seem to have suggested to Mr. Jay GOULD 
that his political fences in the States west 
of the Mississippi are out of repair and 
need looking after. Heis now making a

before, a boom which would in fact con- 
vert poor old St. Louis’’ into a moss- 
grown ruin where no sound is heard but 
the hoot of the solitary owl disturbed by 
the distant rumble of the passing train. 
A column of fulsome laudation decorated 
with a portrait of the Autocrat of the 
Pool opened with this picture of Kansas 
City on her knees to the man against 
whom she had threatened to rebel: 

When the committee of merchants with 
bended knee entered the palatial carof Mr. 
JAY GOULD Friday night to pray a redress of 
grievances, the thought that the railway mag- 
nate was maturingascheme the consumma- 
tion of which will advance Kansas City’s 
growth ten years and insure her greatness was 
fartherest from their minds. They only asked 
to be relieved from burdensome discrimina- 
tions and were satisfied to be assured that 
none were contemplated. The quiet little 
man, however, who arbitrates the destinies of 
cities had just such a scheme in his brain. It 
isnoless than the consolidation of his inter- 
ests at this point. The first step in the series 
which is to bring this about is the construc- 
tion of immense shops east of the city. The 
next is the removal of the general offices from 
St. Louis. 

Just what assurances were given on this 
point to the committee who cringed before 
Mr. GOULD on bended knee are not au- 
thoritatively stated. The- Kansas City 
Journal guardedly says: 

The week opened with a significant show of 
indignation and resentment on the part of 
leading business men. Mr. GOULD was fully 
acquainted with the proceedings on Monday. 
He was made aware that the merchants were 
inearnest. In spite of the aggressive meas- 
ures that had been taken, the committee was 
received with the greatest courtesy,and some- 
thing in the nature of an understanding was 
reached. Mr. GOULD made no promises, 
neither did the committee. 

The old, old story! St. Louis has been 
there. ‘‘Come, an it were not for thy 
humors, there is not a better wench in 
England,’’ said Falstaff to Mistress 
Quickly. ‘‘Go wash thy face and draw 
thy action.” And she not only withdrew 
her suit, but lent him all she could raise 
by pawning her furniture. 

‘‘T was a Republican in Republican dis-

A CASE OF GENIUS. 
Mr. CHARLES ANDREW MILLER writes a 
timely letter tothe Philadelphia Times on 
the origin, nature and development of 
genius as illustrated in his own case. 

I have had such positive experience of 
the elements of genius in my own case,” 
says Mr. MILLER, that I may, without 
“fear of the charge of egotism, discuss the 
“subject from the facts of my own experi- 
“ence.’’ It will be seen that Mr. MILLER 
takes up the subject in a business-like 
way, unembarrassed with the false 
modesty that burdens most people 
who carry through life the awful 
dower of genius. No man should 
hide his genius under a bushel 
but should rather follow the publio- 
spirited example of Mr. MILLER and let it 
gleam and sparkle for the good of man- 
kind. 80 far as I have genius,” con- 
tinues the writer, ‘‘Icannot lay any claim 
to personal credit for its reauits any more 


beauty, or any other extraneous merits.” 
While Mr. Maxx has no false modesty, he 
has plenty of modesty of the right sort, 
and he rightly disclaims all credit for the 
results of his genius which he did not ac- 
quire. How, many a genius with ill- 
balanced modesty takes unto himself all 
possible credit for getting a nomina- 
tion for the Legislature or Justice of the 
Peace and laves his ears in tumults of 
popular ‘applause like a victorious con- 
queror, who accepts the plaudits of men 
as the proper meed of his personal achieve- 
ments. : 

Views about the nature of genius are 
always intereresting and the following 
theory advanced by Mr. MILLER is worthy 
of attention: “Genius is simply a mani- 
‘‘festation of the vegetative or purely 
‘‘natural laws in the soul and mind ofa 
‘‘man or woman, except, of course, on a 
“correspondingly higher plane of power in 
‘‘comparison with the lower forms of cre- 
‘‘ation.”? By carrying this interesting 
theory a little further it will be found that 
the vegetative process in the growth of 
genius has caused certain species of gifted 
people to receive from the vegetable king- 
dom such suggestive appellations as 
*‘cabbage - headed, ‘‘cymling-headed,” 
“‘oarrot-headed,’’ etc. 

The study of the development of genius 
isas engaging asthe study of its origin 
and essence, and Mr. MILLER, as seen 
from the following extract, has not left us 
in the dark on this branch of the subject: 
„find that in proportion as I am in sym- 
“nathy with a subject, the power of 
„genius gives infinite unity to my work. 
„Sometimes the unity is perfect; at other 
‘‘times imperfect. The development. of 
„ my genius has been a most deliberate 
„process, extending over a period of 
‘‘nearly twenty years. Its operation has 
been radical upon my life, character and 
‘physical system.“ As Mr. MILLER’s 
genius continues to grow and expand, and 
throw out its roots under the quickening 
influences of time, we trust that he will 
give the anxious public the benefit of all 
the new facts and phenomena of his inter- 
esting case. 


WAS IT CHARITY? 

Col. F. D. GRANT enclosed his mother’s 
check for $500 to the New York Sun which 
had officiously paid HoLMuES & Co.’s claim 
to that amount for alleged services as un- 
dertakers at Gen. GRANT’S funeral. But 
as Col. GRANT denied the justice of the 
claim and stated that the family held the 
receipt in full of Mr. MERRITT, who alone 
was authorized to act as undertaker, and 
whose employes rendered all the services 
the family knew about on the occasion, 
Mr. Dana returned the check as one he 
could not accept while the justice of the 
payment was denied. He added that the 
Sun’s only wish in paying the bill was to 
“do a kindly act, to prevent any contro- 
“versy concerning the funeral of a great 
„Soldier.“ 

Further explanation, however, is neces- 
sary to divest the act of some flavor of a 
slur upon the GR ANT family as unwilling 
to pay a just claim and wanting in proper 
feeling with reference to Gen. GRANT’S 
funeral. The Sun's ability to do the mu- 
nificent should not have been displayedin 
the form of an unwarrantedand uncalled- 
for refiection upon the family whose pri- 
vate debts it volunteered to audit and pay 
without consulting them. In paying that 
$500 the Sun certainly pronounced the 
claim a just one which the GRANT family 
meanly repudiated. 

There is no proof that it was just, or 
that it ought to have been paid by any- 
body, and in the absence of such proof the 
Sun’s payment seemis to go on record as a 
scandalous charge against Gen. GRANT’S 
widow and sons in connection with his 
funeral, rather than as a kindly attempt 
to prevent any controversy concerning 
that funeral. The decision of a court in 
regard to that claim might have been 
more favorable to the GRANTS than the 
Sun’s decision was, and could not have 
been more accusatory in any event. 

— — — — 

THE conclusion that war in the East will 
open with the spring appears to be now 
the settled opimion of Europe. The simple 
fact is that war inthe East is bound to 
occur just whenever Russia deems the 
conditions favorable to the acquisition of 
another strategic inch in her progress to- 
ward Constantinople. Always ready to 
make any sacrifice in that direction and 
always waiting aud scheming for oppor- 
tunities, no Czar dares hold her armies 
back a moment after the situation ceases 


to render a new military move- 
ment utterly hopeless. But al 
these surmises about the positions 


of Germany, France and England being 
such as to free Russia from all restraint 
except the opposition of Turkey anda 
half-hearted opposition from Austria, 
which can be appeased with promises in 
regard to Salonica, are mere guesses in 
the dark. War is always possible over 
every new complication of the Bastern 
question, but the very dangers and un- 
certainties of the present situation are 
obviously making all the Powers extreme- 
ly cautious, and before winter is over they 
may reach a settlement of the Bulgarian 


muddle which will postpone a collision.

BOLD PIRATES, 


Lawless Gangs from Canada Raid the Burn- 
ing Town of Eastport. 


— 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BANGOR, Me., October 19.—During the fierce 
fire in Eastport the gangs of lawless characters 
of the islands on the Canadian side of the 
Passamaquoddy, who have for years been 
smuggling goods into Maine, deserted their 
regular business and set sailin their boats for 
the doomed town. Anchoring off the wharves, 
out of the reach of the flames, they took their 


dories and rowedashore. Then began a series 
of raids on the stricken people that was a dis- 
grace to humanity. Bodily they entered the 


town, broke open the stores, selecting the 
most valuable merchandise and after 
loading their small boats rowed to 
the sall boats, unloaded and returned 


as quickly as possible to renew their depreda- 
tions. For some time the panicstricken peo- 
ple did not observe what was going on, and 
several boats made the short passage to some 
of the adjacent islands, unloaded and re- 
turned. ‘urniture, dry goods, the contents 
of jewelry stores, fishing gear as well 

rigging from the wharves were quickly spiritea 
away. This continued through the second 
day of the fire. The thieves, emboldened by 
their success, became more bold and disputed 
in many cases with the owners of the goods 
for their possession. The police department 
as well as the fire department were power- 


less and at last the citizens turned 
on the invaders who ere pillag- 
ing their town and ught them 


fiercely. The human tigers would not be 
driven from their prey without a struggle, 
and continued their nefarious business into 
the second day: Timeand again were goods 
brought from out of outhouses and deposited 
in apparent safety while the owners returned 
for another load. Watching their chances the 
pirates quickly gathered them up and the 
nearly exhausted owneron returning would 
find no trace of them. At this time the United 
States cutter Gen. Woodbury, a well- armed 
vessel, arrived, and the captain, understand- 
ing the character of the men across the line, 


quickly took in the situation. In the 
twinkling of an eye he had his 
boats out and shut off all communica- 


tion with the shore. Then he ordered all the 
English craft to leavethe harbor. While they 
might fight the weary people of Eastport 
they have a wholesome respect for the frown- 
ing guns of the Woodbury. and soon the bay 
was white with the sails of the thieves as they 
sailed across the line. The Woodbury is to 
remain in the bay to protect the town from 
another invasion. 

The committee of citizens chosen to collect 
money and feed the Eastport sufferers have 
been very successful. About $4,000 in cash

A WASHINGTON SENSATION. 


The Suit of Mrs. S. F. Emmons Against Her 
Husband to Recover Property. 


NEW YORK, October 19.—A Washington 
special to the WORLD says: The WorLD of 
March 11 published the application of S. F. 
Emmons, one of the geologists of the United 
States Geological Survey, to have his wife de- 
clared insane and her property placed in his 
possession. He stated in his application to 
the Equity Court that his wife had $27,000 


worth of Bell Telephone stock and $7,500 worth 
of jewels. Three certificates of insanity 
signed by Drs. W. Johnson, Lincoln and 
Walter hempsted of Chicago, were filed 
in connection with the application, 
Very little was heard ofthe proceedings by 
the public after the formal application. It is 
now learned that Mrs. Emmons was formally 
declared insane aud was taken to the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum. Afterwards she was 
transferred to a private asylum 
in Connecticut, and was later 
taken to another asylum in Rhode Island.

A Line of Swamp Fires Near Akron, 0.— 
Property Endangered. 


AKRON, O., October 19.—A line of fires, fully 
five miles long, is sweeping over the Copeley 
swamps, five miles west of here. The smuke 
therefrom is hanging over this city, and the 
country is illuminated for many miles around. 
The forest of several hundred acres, great

How Judge Cady Punished Henry Anderson 
for a Grave Offense. 


Henry Scott Anderson, a negro ex-convict, 
was before Judge Cady this morning on 
charges of disturbing the peace and falsely 
representing himself to be an officer. He was 
arrested by Officer Danaher at Sixteenth and 
Poplar streets, last night, while in company 
with a white girl who gave the name of Louisa 
Brown, and stated that the negro was arrest- 
ing her. Onthe witness stand this morning 


the girl, who is avery innocent-looking crea 
ture about 20 years of age, testified that she 
works as a domestic, but at 
— — is out ot employment, and 

as been stopping at No. 2120 Morgan street 
witha mulatto woman who formerly worked 
out with her. About 10 0’clock last night she 
left a man with whom she had been out walk- 
ing on Twenty-second street between Morgan 
street and Lucas avenue, and Anderson came 
up to her and placing his hand on her shoul- 
der said he knew considerable about her and 
asked her to go along with him and he would 
tell her all abont it. She went along with him 
and he commenced by telling her that he had 
been ordered by Officer Duffy to place her un- 
der arrest, and that the officer had stood at 
the corner and arrested the man she had just 
left. They had heard the whole conversation 
between her and the man and he knew 
allabout her. They walked along until they 
reached Twentieth street and Washington 
avenue when he offered to release her if she 
would go into a cellar there with him. She 
refused and after arguing with her for awhile, 
another negro, who also represented that he 
was an officer, came up and said Officer Duffy 
wanted her brought to Twentietn and Morgan 
streets, where he was waiting for her. They 
went over there but Duffy was not in sight. 
Then Anderson sent the other negro for a pa- 
trol box key and the tellow returned with a 
key, Anderson, inthe meantime endeavoring 
to convince the girl that she had better do as 
he wanted her and avoid a great deal of troubie. 
She refused and then he walked toward the 
Four Courts with her, endeavoring all the 
way down to get her to yield to his wishes. At 
Sixteenth and Spruce streets they met Officer 
Danaher as stated, and he arrested Anderson. 
The name given bythe girl is not her right 
name. 

Officer Danaher testified that the negro 
when questioned by him claimed that he was 
doing work for Chief of Detectives O'Neill, 
and that he was at work on this particular 
case for Officer Duffy. The girl had been asso- 
ciating with thieves whom they wanted to 
capture. Danaber said further that he had 
made inquiries about the girl, and found that 
she bore a very good repatation. 

Anderson made no defense, and Judge 
Cady, in passing on the case, said. Un- 
fortunately I am restrictedin dealing with 
this defendant, but I'll fine him $500 for dis- 
turbing the peace and $100 for resisting an 
officer.’’

THE ANCHORIA’S PASSENGERS, 


Statements of Passengers Regarding the Re- 
cent Trip—A Tribute to Capt. Small. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Yor«K, October 19.—Several of the pas- 
sengers of the sea-tossed steamship Anchoria 
arrived in the city Sunday night by rail, via 
Halifax. Among them was Dr. Tuttle of this 
city, who kept a diary during the voyage. He 
gaid to a reporter: After the vessel left 
Glasgow we had pleasant weather for six 
Gays. Wednesday, the 22d, heavy seas and 
strong winds were encountered. The propel- 
ler was kept racing all Tueeday night and 
during aheavy sea Wednesday morning the 
shaft broke. The reports that there was a 
panicon board are false. I never saw bet- 
ter behaved passengers. With the exception of 
two Englishmen who were the most arrant 
cowards, every one soon became quieted. Of 
course, there was some anxiety because the 
ship rolled heavily and was at the mercy of 
the winds and tides, which carried us out of 
our course. It was not until the 25th that the 
captain succeeded in turning the vessel. Be- 
fore this it was impossible. The ship was 
put under sailand proceeded to regain her 
course. October 6, the engineers, who had 
been working da 
mending the sh and starting the screw. 
This was exactly two weeks from the time it 


broke. The vessel was at once headed 
for St. John's. It may be well to 
state just here that it was well 


known among the passengers soon after 
leaving Glasgow that it was the lasttrip the 
steamer would make. Two ofthe boilers had 
been useless all the time. The engines 
stopped again October 7. At 9:30 the next 
morning they were again started, but the 
screw only madea few revolutions when the 
shaft broke once more. This caused some 
anxiety, as the Captain told us the loss was 
irreparable. The provisions also began to run 
hort and this 
CAUSED MUCH GRUMBLING. 

„October 8, when seventy-seven miles from 
shore, a small boat was put off to seek assist- 
ance. The putting off of the boat wasa dan- 
gerous undertaking and produced a sen- 
gation. Saturday we sighted tand and 
then everybody became happy, except 
the two Englishmen, who became seized 
with a fear that the sailors would desert the 
ship. In the afternoon five passengers were 
sent off in another small boat for help. Much 
uneasiness was felt for the first boat because 
no assistance had arrived. Dr. Locks and 
myself were volunteers inthis boat and we 
did our share of the rowing. We reached 
Pouch Cove at 10 p. m., and were landed by 
some fishermen. We drove to St. John’s 
and learned that the first boat had arrived 
Sunday morning and that the Miranda had 
gone out in search ofthe Anchoria. We hired 
a tug and with her found the vessel. 
I have been on the sea many times, but I 
neyer saw 80 devoted an officer as Capt. 
Small: He was on the bridge day and night 
and did not have his clothing off for three 
weeks. He did everything in his power for 
the comfort and safety of his passengers. Of 
the steamship company the same can not be 
said. The — of the passengers are still 
on the vessel, many of them not having 
money enough to reach this city. Of the 
twenty-three that did come away we were 
given the most wretched accommodations. 
The company provided nothing but an old 
freight steamer to carry us from St. John’s to 
Halifax. We had to pay our fare from Halifax 
to this city.’’ 

DR. LOCKS’ STATEMENT. 

Dr. Locks of West Forty-fourth street cor- 
roboruted Dr. Tuttle’s story, and said: ‘*The 
company is justly blamed. There was not 
more than enough food on board to last over 
twenty days. The law requires that steamers 
carry provisions for sixty days. It was not 
long after the shaft broke the first time that 
our food was cut down. Toward the last we 
ate only one good meal a day. The last sixteen 
days we had only hard tack. and marmalade 


for supper. The two Englishmen 
were the only passengers who made 
any fuss. They also gave the 


false reports to the papers. These were the 
men who blamed the Captain for not going 
south soasto fallin with passing vessels. 
How could he when the sea and wind were 
driving exactly tothe other way? Then, too, 
we had as much chance to fallin with vessels 
on the northern route.’’ 

The passengers who have arrived in this city 
will stop at the company’s office at II o’clock 
this morning to demand the return of the 
sooner they paid for the transportation to 
this city.

Like Gilbert’s 
other dramatic attempts, ‘‘Gretchen’’ reads 
better than it acts. It is written in an at- 
tractively interesting vein, and the dialogue 


sparkles with conceit, bright-word jugglery 
and delicate sarcasms for which this writer is 
justly celebrated. Itis a genteel and happily 
conceived burlesque of Goethe, with an lago- 
like devil, who strews alot of human diabol- 
ism through the scenes and mocks everything 
connected with life and matrimony from the 
cradie to the altar, and a wronged and sorrow- 
ing maidén whose sacrificed innocence is 
treated with just the slightest suggestion of 
derision and whose heart griefs are almost 
blown into jets by the grotesqueness and grim 
humor of the setting they receive. Gilbert 
adheres sufficiently to the original story to 
maintain its identity, and the satirical ele- 
ment grows out of the humanization of Me- 
phisto, who deals liberally in syllogisms and 
py his clever argument of every point offered 
asserts himself to be what he claims, 
THE PRINCE OF LAWYERS. 

The piece was acted for pretty mucn all it 
was worth, and the performance proved it a 
very pleasant treat. The debutante made her 
first appearance under adverse conditions. 
She moves like a vision across the stage at the 
close of the first act, and last night the cal- 
cium effecton her face wasso strong that it 
gave ita death-like appearance, and there 
was aslight murmur of dissatisfaction in the 
audience. When she appeared in the second 
act, however, in the character of the 
simple peasant girl, with her hair 
braided and a lovely rose- shell costume, 
in keeping with tne part, she at once 
won a victory for her beauty, and later on ac- 
complished the mission for which she came to 
this country by achieving success as an 
artiste. She belongs to the Greek type of 
beauty, but the sweet girlishness of her face 
and the naturalness of her manner are the 
chief charms. She has a magnificent pair of 
eyes and rows of laughing teeth. Her voice is 
sweet and she keeps it well under control. 
Altogether she is reposeful and seems to be 
thoroughly conversant with stage business. 
She did her work weill and before the end of 
the second act had madea distinct success, 
She received two calis at the close of the act, 
and at the end of the third, after a strong 
situation which was carried by Chas. Overton 
as Gottfried, received another. At the close 
of the play she was enthusiastically indorsed. 
There is little to say in coid criticism of Miss 
Fortescue. The ladies thought she blinked 
her eyes too much and were inclined to de- 
clare her extravagant use of her orbs as 
affectation, but the explanation made of this 
is that the lady is slightly short-sighted. She 
oc@easionally pitched her voice a little too 
high, but that isafault which can be modi- 
fied. Ali through the piece she showed an in- 
telligent appreciation of the lines, and in the 
sympathetic passages gave faithful and affect- 
ing expression of them. With the indorsement 
of last night’s fashionable and critical 
audience, Miss Fortescue can not fail to bea 
go at the Lyceum. She was very well sup- 
ported, Mr. Overton in the role of the 
dashing cavalier, Gottfried, carrying off the 
honors.

ITALIAN OPERA. 


First Appearance of Angelo’s Company at 
the Academy of Music. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 19.—A large, brilliant 
and enthusiastic audience gathered at the 
Academy of Music last night to greet the first 
appearance of Sig. Angelo’s new company of 
Italian singers. The opera chosen for the first 
evening of the season was Petrella’s ‘‘Ione; 
or, The Last Days of Pompeii,’’ a work about 
which there was a large amount of interest, 


firstly, because it had been selected by Sig. 
Angelo as a representative opera from the 
period of Italy’s greatest and purest musical 
productivity ; and secondly, because of the tra- 
dition current to the effect that when ‘‘Ione’’ 
was produced for the first time here in 1863 
New Yorks had an ‘‘Ione’’ craze, a phrase which 
we understand to mean that the old Academy 
audiences of nearly a quarter of a century ago 
were enthusiastic admirers of an opera which 
has since then been allowed, so far as English 
and American audiences are concerned, to 
ass into total oblivion. The critic of a quar- 
er of a century ago characterized the opera 
as being of the ‘‘vivid sensational school,’’ 
while the ‘‘lavishness of forte passages, the 
incessant vociferous declamation through 
four acts, the scarcity of captivating meio- 
dies, the impassioned nature of the entire 
opera,’’ made them class it as in 
nature akin to the Wagner scnool of 
fancy.’’ This is really an interest 
ing revelation of opinion of 
New York operatic audiences during the war 
years. Will the operatic audiences of to-aa 
ive a different verdict from the ove? e 
elieve not, though ‘‘Ione’’ has maw} things of 
striking beauty in it, which, indeed, conid 
not be otherwise in view of the fact that Sig. 
Petrella does not attempt to conceal the fact 
that ‘‘Trovatore’’ was his eat model all 


through the opera. The Verdi reminiscences 
of the ‘‘Trovatore’’ period could not 
but be charming, and their charm 
was still evident last night. 


But ‘‘Ione’’ lacks the dramatic interest. The 
librettist, though he had a great subject before 
himin Bulwer’s romance, totally failed to 
provide the composer with a dramatic story, 
and consequently the work is filled out 
through four acts with the solos, duos and

concerted pieces as is usual in ordinary 
opera. For this reason, however, the soloists 
have spiendid opportu nities for atepiey of in- 
dividual talent and these last night were 
THOROUGHLY UTILIZED. 
Probably there never has been an opera pre- 
sented New York wherein the singers 
worked with more enthusiasm or strove with 
more fervor to earn success for themselves 
and the com r they were interpreting. Sig. 
Gianini, for instance, who is remembered for 
his grateful work with the Milan Opera Com- 
pany, and later with Ool. 3 sang the 
role of Glauco most effectively, displaying 
eater dramatic power than he had hitherto 
hown, and earning deserved applause for a 
splendid rendering of the role. e contralto 
a the company, Mme.

The 
scenery left much to be desired, especially 
after the gorgeous displays in this department 
to which the American opera accustomed us 
last season. The scene of the eruption of 
Vesuvius was not a success. ut the 
audience was delighted at the play in spite 
of all short-comings, and seemed to be 
1 at hearing Italian opera once more. 
eldom, indeed, has more enthusiasm been 
developed in the Academy,and this was legiti- 
mately called forth by a thoroughly good ar- 
tistic rendering of Petrella’s opera by the 
conscientious working together of capable 
artists, supported by an excellently managed 
orchestra, under the baton of Sig. Bambini. 
But in saying this, it must not be understood 
that Petrella’s ‘‘Ione’’ isagreat work or is 
destined to create a furor in New York to-day 
as it did twenty-three years ago.

THE STATUE OF LIBERTY, 


Progress of the Arrangements for the Un- 
veiling Ceremonies—The Invitations. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, October 19.—The first serious 
accidentin connection with the construction 
of the Bartholdi statue occurred yesterday on 
Liberty Island. A part of the force of work- 
men have recently been set to work clearing 
up the grounds. Yesterday, as the wind pre- 
vented work on the outside of the statue, 
James Rightiy was set to trimming the 


dead limbs on the trees, when he 
stepped on a broken bough and fell 
to the ground, breaking his right 
leg. The tree was an old willow one and the 
largest on the island. Rightly has been em- 
ployed on the statue since the first work on 
the pedestal was begun. He is the third per- 
son who has been injured on Liberty Island. 
A man named Jenkins fell from a 
staging and broke a leg. James McKay had 
his arm broken by a falling piece of iron 
which slipped from its fastenings as it was 
being hoisted through the tunnel in the 
pedestal. Both men are now at work on the 
statue, and it is expected that Rightly will re- 
gain the use of his fractured limb. 
POLICE GUARDS. 

Yesterday was the first time that the island 
has been under police authority. Officers 
Lewis and Glasse of the Third Precinct were 
sent overon the early boat with orders to re- 
port to Gen. Stone. As Gen. Stone was not 
and has not been on the island for some time, 
the policemen made a tour of inspection, and 
then watched the crowds of visitors come and 
go until the last boats wenthome. The same 

olicemen will be detailed every day on the 
sland until October 28, the day of unveiling. 
Both officers were among the men stationed at 
Gen. Grant’s tomb to drive off relic hunters, 
and their orders are to prevent persons from 
carrying awayor defacing any parts of the 
statue or pedestal. On Barthoidi day the po- 
lice force will be increased to 250 men. 

THE GUESTS. 

Henry E. Spaulding of the American Com- 
mittee has been given charge of the invita- 
tions for the ceremonies of umveiling. A 
large number of cards of admission to the 
grand stand have already been sent away to 
different parts of the United States and France. 
The committee have provided for 3,500 seats 
atthe ceremonies atthe base of the statue. 
The majority of these are for camp chairs on 


the parapets. The tickets entitle the 
holders to free transportation to the 
island on any of the three steamers 


chartered for the purpose. Mr. Spaulding 
said yesterday that the holders of his invita- 
tions would be all the persons on the island 
during the exercises. He said the pier would 
only accommodate those landing from the 
steamers. This will leave the remainder of 
the island vacant, and no one will be per- 
mitted to land without aticket. By order of 
the Grand Marshal Capt. A. George of the 
French veterans is announced as a Marshal of 
the French Division in the parade. 

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

The flag-ship Tennessee has been ordered 
to leave Newport for New York to participate 
in the exercises. President Mooney and Alder- 
men Cavanaugh, Quinn. Morgan and Fareel, 
the committee appointed to take charge of the 
ceremonies with which the Bartholdi statue is 
to be inaugurated, met yesterday at the City 
Hall and made arrangements for obtaining 
estimates of the cost of celebrating. A steam- 
boat will be hired from which flreworks will 
be discharged. 

Henry G. Spaulding, as representing the dif- 
ferent mercantile exchanges, will confer with 
the committee on Wednesday afternoon. A 
meeting of the uniformed battalion, Veterans 
of the Seventh Rogiment, will be held this 
evening at 8 o’clock to decide as to a parade 
on the oecagion of the unveiling of the statue.

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THE QUEEN'S JUBILEE. 


EDMUND YATES’ CABLE BUDGET OF SOCIAL 
AND POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


Nothing Definitely Settled as to the State 
Ceremonial—The Queen's Name—An En- 
glishman’s Enthusiastic Praise of America 
and American Institutions—Mary Ander- 
son’s Benefits for the Charleston Sufferers 
—Gossip. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 19.—Nothing whatever has 
as yet been definitely settled as to the state 
ceremonial which is to take place on tbe 20th 
of June nextin honor of Her Majesty’s jubi- 
lee. A solemn thanksgiving service and pro- 
cession are contemplated, but none of the 
necessary details have been arranged as yet. 

It is quite uncertain whether the function in 

question will take place in St. Paul’s Cathe- 

dral or at Westminster Abbey. Consid- 
ering the strained relations with Russia, which 
have marked the whole course of the Queen’s 
reign, it is remarkable that her first name, 
Alexandrina, should have been conferred 
upon her in honor of the then reigning Czar, 
of whom her father, the Duke of Kent, wasa 
warm admirer, and who was our faithful and 
close ally during the whole of the Castlereagh 
period of our foreign policy. George IV. was 
to have contributed another name, Georgiana, 
but Georgiana Alexandrina would have de- 
prived the Emperor of his precedence, and, 
on the other hand, Alexandrina Georgiana 
would have derogated from the claims of the 
name borne by the actual King of England, 
and by all his sovereign predecessors. The 
name of the Queen’s mother was therefore 
substituted for that of her uncle. At the 
christening of the new born princess she was 
named Alexandrina Victorie, but the second 
name was speedily anglicized or latinized 

into Victoria. A little before William IV.’s 

death, there was some flutter among official 

people as tothe designation under which the 

Queen-expectant should be proclaimed and 

reign. Lord Campbell, at that time Sir 

John Campbell, and holding the office of At- 

torney-General, represents himself as having 

decided this matter in conjunction with Mr. 

Charles Greville against Lord Lyndhurst, who 

represented the opposition in fayor of the 

baptismal names for the proclamation, leay- 
ing it to the Queen herself to choose afterwards 
the name under which she should reign. 


Among other absurd suggestions was 
one that she should be styled 
Elizabeth. The assumption apparently 


was that Her Majesty was always to remain a 
maiden queen, with perhaps Lord Melbourne 
for her Leicester, Lord John Russell for her 


Essex, and Sir John Campbell for her Sir Fran- 
cis Bacon. The fates happily decided other- 
wise, but it is curious to think that, but for a 
mere chance or caprice, we micht now be pre-
